The history of these paintings is very interesting. The two of 
Malvern Hall, Warwickshire, were painted by Constable, while 
staying there with Mr. David Lewis, the owner of the property, 
whose younger daughter, Magdalena, became Countess of Dysart, 
wife of the 5th Karl of Dysart. On her death, in 1823, the pictures 
passed to her brother, who died childless, leaving the Malvern pro- 
perty to Mr. Henry Greswolde, great uncle of Mrs. Suckling, the 
late owner of the pictures. 

On the back of both pictures isa label, written in contemporary hand: 
“This Picture belongs to Magdalena, Countess of Dysart, 1821.” .
